President Johnson Keeps Up 
Steel Settlement Pressure 


Leaders Of Premier Ky 
Party Are Defends Viet 
Briefed 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi. 
dent Johnson, who won an eight 
day postponement of the steel 
strike threat Monday night, kept 
up the pressure for a settlement 
today in his weekly meeting 
with Democratic congressional 
leaders. 
The party chiefs from the 
Capitol came out of the break- 
fast session reporting that the 
steel situation came in for ex­ 
tensive discussion, and urging 
that the negotiators stay in ses­ 
sion as long as necessary to 
reach agreement. 
They made their remarks to 
newsmen shortly after repre­ 
sentatives of the AFL-CIO Unit­ 
ed Steelworkers union and 10 
major firms that produce 80 per 
cent of America's steel had gone 
back to the bargaining table 
near from the White House. 
"Management 
and 
labor 
should stay in Washington until 
this matter is settled," 
said 
Senate Democratic Leader Mike 
Mansfield of Montana. 
And, echoing sentiments stat­ 
ed by House Speaker John Mc­ 
Cormack, Mansfield expressed 
hope that steel mills will re­ 
main in operation even if a set­ 
tlement is not reached before 
the expiration of the eight-day 
grace period. 
Both at home and abroad, 
Mansfield said, "there is too 
much at stake which the coun­ 
try will have to pay for if there 
is one" — a strike. 
Both McCormack and Mans­ 
field said any strike would af­ 
fect not only the domestic eco­ 
nomy, but to some extent, the 
war in Viet Nam. 
"They (negotiations) will con­ 
tinue, hopefully, until a settle­ 
ment is reached," said White 
House press secretary Bill D. 
Moyers. 
Less than eight hours after 
the negotiations were shifted 
Monday from Pittsburgh 
to 
Washington at Johnson's 
re­ 
quest, agreement was reached 
to postpone the strike deadline 
from 12:01 a.m. Wednesday to 
12:01 a.m. Sept. 9 


Nam Draft 


SAIGON, South Viet Nam AP 
--Premier Nguyen Cao Ky, de­ 
fending South Viet Nam's draft 
law, has warned that he will 
get tough with students who op­ 
pose the decree. 
"The present government has 
an open ear for constructive 
criticism, 
but 
shall 
not 
sacrifice its concern for the 
general welfare by kow-towing 
to senseless opposition," Ky 
said Monday in a statement re­ 
ported by Viet Nam Press, the 
official government news agen­ 
cy. 
Speaking in the central high­ 
lands town of Ba Me Thout, Ky 
defended the law making men 
under 37 who have not previous­ 
ly served in the military eligible 
for the draft. 
Student groups in Hue, Da 
Nang and Saigon have charged 
that the law 
discriminates 
against the intellectual commu­ 
nity. They have called for a re­ 
turn to civilian rule. 
The students have aimed their 
attacks at Maj. Gen. Nguyen 
Van Thieu, chairman of the Na­ 
tional Leadership Committee, 
charging him with being a dic­ 
tator. 
Ky said no one individual is 
responsible for policy but that 
the government is founded on 
the concept of collective leader­ 
ship.

excluding Chief Bill 
Brooks, but the other three 
men would honor the union's 
demand. 
The statement, which went in­ 
to effect Monday, listed no spe­ 
cific incidents, but said the ac­ 
tion was taken because of "in­ 
tolerable working 
conditions 
under Chief Brooks." 
The statement said firemen 
would continue to perform their 
usual duties, and would

orders from other department 
officials other than Brooks.

Commissioner Herman 
Hirsch was baffled. Refusal to 
obey the chief, he said, might 
constitute 
insubordination 
grounds for dismissal.

TAFT-HARTLEY: BIG CASINO 
Short of unforeseen developments, steel work­ 
ers began banking furnaces late Saturday or 
early Sunday. The interim contract agreement of 
last May expires at midnight Tuesday (Aug. 31). 
BIG CASINO in the labor-management game is 
the Taft-Hartley Act of 1947. The Johnson ad­ 
ministration so far has avoided any direct 
stand on invoking Taft-Hartley, which is only 
proper. But the President on Aug. 25 said: 4‘I 
expect full and complete responsibility in the 
current wage negotiations and I expect continued 
stability in steel prices.*’ 
Federal mediator William Simpkin met with 
both sides in the steel dispute for the first 
time on Aug. 26. Optimism in Pittsburgh for 
a settlement without a strike dwindled after the 
United Steelworkers of America on Aug. 25 
turned down the major companies* final contract 
offer. 
TAFT-HARTLEY*S most significant contribu­ 
tion to labor law was its creation of machinery 
for handling labor disputes which, in the Presi­ 
dent’s opinion, would “ imperil the national 
health or safety” if allowed “ to occur or to 
continue.” The President was empowered to 
name boards of inquiry to investigate, but not 
to propose term s for settlement. After the 
board reports, the President may direct the 
Attorney General to petition a federal district 
court to enjoin an actual or threatened strike 
or lockout. 
If no voluntary agreement is reached within 
60 days after issuance of an injunction, the 
board of inquiry must report the current position 
of the parties with a statement of the employer’s 
j “ last offer of settlem ent.” The National Labor 
Relations Board is then required, within 15 days, 
to take a secret ballot of the employees on 
the final offer. The NLRB must certify the re­ 
sults within five days. The last offer regularly 
is voted down. 
Once these steps have been taken, and the 80- 
day cooling off period has expired, the govern­ 
ment’s powers of intervention are exhausted. 
The strike becomes legal. It is the President’s 
duty, when the injunction has been dismissed, 
to submit a full report to Capitol Hill with 
such recommendations as he may wish to make. 
The emergency provisions of Taft-Hartley 
have been invoked sparingly. They have been 
resorted to only 24 times since 1947. The last

injunction. Easier settlement was achieved in 
all of the remaining cases. In four of the 24 
a prompt settlement made it unnecessary to 
seek an injunction. 
THE PUBLIC INTEREST definitely would suffer 
if a protracted strike were to occur in an 
industry which provides jobs, directly or in­ 
directly, for more than 6 million Americans. 
The basic steel industry produces more than 
three-fourths of all the metal used in the nation, 
has sales of around $15 billion a year, and 
directly employs 570,000 workers in more than 
300 communities in 37 states. 
Since the end of World War n the United 
Steelworkers of America has called six national 
work stoppages. The strike that made believers 
out of both labor and management was the 116- 
day monster of 1959. 
Steel magazine on Aug. 9 predicted either last 
minute agreement or a short, two-to four-week 
strike. “ Most labor observers were convinced,” 
the magazine said, that anything approaching 
the 1959 disaster would not be tolerated by an 
administration bearing the LBJ brand.

The 
Missouri General As­ 
sembly enacted some notable 
additions to the state speed 
law during the last session. 
The revised law establishes 
a maximum speed of 60 miles 
per hour at all times for trucks 
registered 
for 
over 
9,000 
pounds on all highways. 
It 
also calls for a 
minimum 
speed of 40 miles per hour for 
all vehicles on the interstate 
highways. The newly 
enacted 


Missouri speed law gives the 
Highway 
Commission the au­ 
thority to raise and mark the 
speed limit on certain highways 
in the state to 70 miles 
per 
hour during the day and 65 at 
night where justified. 
These 
additions to the present 
law 
will become effective in October 
of this year. 
Under the new law, 
speed 
limits for passenger vehicles 
and small trucks will be 
the 
same as required in the pres­ 
ent Missouri speed law with 
the above exception. On federal 
divided highways the speed limit 
is 70 miles per hour day or 
night. 
There is a maximum 
speed of 70 miles per hour on 
federal 
undivided 
highways 
during the day and a speed limit 
of 65 at night. All other roads 
and highways have a maximum 
speed limit of 65 during day­ 
light hours and 60 miles 
per 
hour at night. The speed limits 
for buses remain the same 
under the new law with a 65 
miles per hour maximum at 
day and 60 at night. 
Colonel Hugh H. Waggoner, 
Superintendent of the Missouri 
Highway Patrol, said, “ While 
these are the maximum speeds 
permitted, 
the 
law requires 
prudent speeds at all times 
consistent 
with driving con­ 
ditions. 
Traffic, 
road 
and 
weather conditions set common 
sense speed limits that must 
be adhered to at all times for 
safety in traffic.” 
The Patrol Superintendent also 
called attention to the fact that 
the speed law states that no 
person shall drive a motor 
vehicle at such a slow speed 
as to impede or block the normal _ 
and reasonable movement 
of 
‘ traffic, except when reduced ” 
speed is necessary for safe 
operation or in compliance with 
laws.

WASHINGTON - Frayed con- 
gressmen are straggling back 
to Washington this week to a 
session 
which 
has done an 
amazingly good job for 
the 
country. 
But on the list of unfinished 
business is one item which gets 
to the roots of what caused this 
nation's independence in the 
first place — the right to vote 
and taxation without representa­ 
tion. The principle is embodied 
in the Home Rule 
bill for the 
district of Columbia which for 
the first time in one hundred 
years would give the residents 
of the nation's capital the right 
to vote. 
By Friday of this week the 
deadline to pass Home Rule or 
stymie it will be reached. After 
Friday it will be too late to get 
the 218 discharge 
signatures 
necessary to force the House 
District Committee to release 
the bill for a vote by the full 
House. The bill has already 
passed the Senate, so this is 
the crucial week. 
Meanwhile several grade-A 
congressmen who should be in 
the vanguard of the right-to- 
vote movement have hung back. 
One is Ron Cameron, the Cali- 
formia Democrat who defeated 
the John Birchites. Another is 
the Dean of California Demo­ 
crats, Cecil King; also Harlan 
Hagen of Hanford, Calif. 
In Connecticut, a state in the 
vanguard of the American Rev­ 
olution, 
three Democrats in 
1965 are not standing up for 
the same principles of 1776— 
Robert 
Giamo, 
Bernard 
Grabowski, and John Monagan. 
The first two come from Kalian 
and Polish ancestors who knew 
something about the struggle 
for the right to vote. 
SONS OF IRELAND 


In Pennsylvania, a new Dem­ 
ocrat, Joseph 
Vigorito, also 
comes from ancestors who un­ 
derstood the benefits of new­ 
found freedom in this country. 
Nevertheless he has not stepped 


up to sign on the line for vot­ 
ing rights for others. 
In New York, only three Dem­ 
ocrats have foiled to sign on the 
line to help others get the 
right to vote - Jim Delaney and 
Gene Keogh of Brooklyn, with 
Otis Pike of Long Island. The 
ancestors of the first two came 
to the United States from Ireland 
because they did not have the 
right to vote. But as of this 
week their descendants have 
not championed the right to vote 
for the people of the nation's 
Capital. 
On the other hand, Charles 
Fam sley, ex-Mayor of Louis­ 
ville, Ky., has been one of the 
few brave southerners who have 
signed the discharge petition. 
He knews from his own ex­ 
perience that cities are better 
cities when they govern them­ 
selves. 
And from Massachusetts, the 
state which saw the Boston Tea 
Party stage the 
first Ameri­ 
can 
protest against taxation 
without representation, 
Rep. 
Silvio Conte, a Republican, rose 
on the floor of the House to 
make an impassioned speech 
for D. C. Home Rule. 
" I have never signed a dis­ 
charge petition before," said 
Conte. "But the principle in­ 
volved here is so important 
that I am making an excep­ 
tion." 
His speech was*so eloquent 
that eight other Republicans 
stepped up to sign that day - 
Alphonzo Bell, Calif., James 
Cleveland, 
N. Hn Florence 
Dyer, N. J., Robert Ellsworth, 
Kans., John Lindsay, N. J., 
Robert McClory, HI., and Wend­ 
ell Wyatt, Ore. 
In general, however, Republi­ 
cans don't fovor the right to 
vote. Only 21 so for have signed 
the discharge petition. If Home 
Rule is won it will have to come 
from the Democrats, and their 
decision will have to come be­ 
fore Friday. 
CONTAGIOUS DEAN RUSK 
If President Johnson had any 


idea of following JFK’s re­ 
ported plan to dump Dean Rusk 
as Secretary of State — which 
I strongly doubt - it was dis­ 
pelled the other night at a White 
House stag dinner.

"American honor," he said, 
"was illustrated when Presi­ 
dent Truman was told to get 
out of Berlin but mobilized a 
huge airlift to keep Americans 
in Berlin. 
"Again American honor was 
illustrated 
when 
President 
Kennedy was told by Khrush­ 
chev in Vienna to get out of 
Berlin in six months or there 
would be war, to which Kennedy 
repliec, *all right, Mr. Chair­ 
man, if that’s the way you want 
it, that’s the way it will be.' 
"Again American honor was 
Illustrated when Kennedy told 
Khrushchev to remove Russian 
missiles from Cuba and made 
it clear the United States was 
willing to go to war if nec­ 
essary to back up the demand. 
"Today," Rusk said, "Amer- 
lean honor is at stake in South­ 
east Asia, where the 
United 
States has refused to abandon 
its pledge to a small nation 
fighting against a Communist 
take-over." 
After 
he finished speaking, 
various businessmen and labor 
leaders came up to congratulate 
him. 
One of them 
said 
enthusiastically, "that was the 
greatest statement of Ameri­ 
can principle I have heard. You 
were magnificent."

TAFT-HARTLEY: BIG CASINO 
Short of unforeseen developments, steel work­ 
ers began banking furnaces late Saturday or 
early Sunday. The interim contract agreement of 
last May expires at midnight Tuesday (Aug. 31). 
BIG CASINO in the labor-management game is 
the Taft-Hartley Act of 1947. The Johnson ad­ 
ministration so far has avoided any direct 
stand on invoking Taft-Hartley, which is only 
proper. But the President on Aug. 25 said: “I 
expect full and complete responsibility in the 
current wage negotiations and I expect continued 
stability in steel prices.” 
Federal mediator William Simpkin met with 
both sides in the steel dispute for the first 
time on Aug. 26. Optimism in Pittsburgh for 
a settlement without a strike dwindled after the 
United Steelworkers of America on Aug. 25 
turned down the major companies’final contract 
offer. 
TAFT-HARTLEY’S most significant contribu­ 
tion to labor law was its creation of machinery 
for handling labor disputes which, in the Presi­ 
dent’s opinion, would “ imperil the national 
health or safety’* if allowed “ to occur or to 
continue,’* The President was empowered to 
name boards of inquiry to investigate, but not 
to propose terms for settlement. After the 
board reports, the President may direct the 
Attorney General to petition a federal district 
court to enjoin an actual or threatened strike 
or lockout. 
If no voluntary agreement is reached within 
60 days after issuance of an injunction, the 
board of inquiry must report the current position 
of the parties with a statement of the employer’s 
j “ last offer of settlement.** The National Labor 
Relations Board is then required, within 15 days, 
to take a secret ballot of the employees on 
the final offer. The NLRB must certify the re­ 
sults within five days. The last offer regularly 
is voted down. 
Once these steps have been taken, and the 80- 
day cooling off period has expired, the govern­ 
ment’s powers of intervention are exhausted. 
The strike becomes legal. It is the President’s 
duty, when the injunction has been dismissed, 
to submit a full report to Capitol Hill with 
such recommendations as he may wish to make. 
The emergency provisions of Taft-Hartley 
have been invoked sparingly. They have been 
resorted to only 24 times since 1947. The last 
board of investigation was created in the Atlantic 
and Gulf Coast maritime dispute in September 
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r maritime disputes — the workers have gone 
out on strike upon expiration of an 80-day 
injunction. Easier settlement was achieved in 
all of the remaining cases. In four of the 24 
a prompt settlement made it unnecessary to 
seek an injunction. 
THE PUBLIC INTEREST definitely would suffer 
if a protracted strike were to occur in an 
industry which provides jobs, directly or in­ 
directly, for more than 6 million Americans. 
The basic steel industry produces more than 
three-fourths of all the metal used in the nation, 
has sales of around $15 billion a year, and 
directly employs 570,000 workers in more than 
300 communities in 37 states. 
Since the end of World War n the United 
Steelworkers of America has called six national 
work stoppages. The strike that made believers 
out of both labor and management was the 116- 
day monster of 1959. 
Steel magazine on Aug. 9 predicted either last 
minute agreement or a short, two-to four-week 
strike. “ Most labor observers were convinced,” 
the magazine said, that anything approaching 
the 1959 disaster would not be tolerated by an 
administration bearing the LBJ brand.

Farmers are angry. 
There is a simple solution. 
The nation should stay on regular time. Em­ 
ployes of industrial plants, stores and offices, 
which want fast time, can accomodate themselves 
by starting to work an hour early and quitting 
an hour early. In this way everybody would be 
pleased and work at the time they wish. 
Will it work? 
No. The country has gone too far toward adopting 
fast time during the summer. Granting that this 
is true the best solution is to convert the hodge­ 
podge to uniformity. There must be a universal 
starting and stopping time. This can be ac­ 
complished in only one way. 
The federal government must seize the initia­ 
tive to eliminate chaos. Time should be estab­ 
lished by an act of Congress. There is no place 
in this situation for either state rights or local 
preferences.

hour during the day and 65 at 
night where justified.

additions to the present 
law 
will become effective in October 
of this year. 
Under the new law, 
speed 
lim its for passenger vehicles

ent Missouri speed law with 
the above exception. On federal 
divided highways the speed limit 
is 70 miles per hour day or 
night. 
There is a maximum 
speed of 70 miles per hour on 
federal 
undivided 
highways 
during the day and a speed limit 
of 65 at night. All other roads 
and highways have a maximum 
speed limit of 65 during day­ 
light hours and 60 miles per 
hour at night. The speed limits 
for buses remain the same 
under the new law with a 65 
m iles per hour maximum at 
day and 60 at night. 
Colonel Hugh H. Waggoner, 
Superintendent of the Missouri 
Highway Patrol, said, “ While 
these are the maximum speeds 
perm itted, 
the 
law requires 
prudent speeds at all times 
consistent 
with driving con­ 
ditions. 
Traffic, 
road 
and 
weather conditions set common 
sense speed limits that must 
be adhered to at all times for 
safety in traffic." 
The Patrol Superintendent also 
called attention to the fact that 
the speed law states that no 
person shall drive a motor 
vehicle at such a slow speed 
as to impede or block the normal _ 
"and reasonable movement 
o f” 
' traffic, except when reduced “ 
speed is necessary for safe 
operation or in compliance with 
laws.

WASHINGTON - Frayed con­ 
gressmen are straggling back

The bill has already 
passed the Senate, so this is 
the crucial week. 
Meanwhile several grade-A 
congressmen who should be in 
the vanguard of the right-to- 
vote movement have hung back. 
One is Ron Cameron, the Cali- 
formia Democrat who defeated 
the John Birchites. Another is 
the Dean of California Demo­ 
crats, Cecil King; also Harlan 
Hagen of Hanford, Calif. 
In Connecticut, a state in the 
vanguard of the American Rev­ 
olution, 
three Democrats in 
1965 are not standing up for 
the same principles of 1776— 
Robert 
Giamo, 
Bernard 
Grabowski, and John Monagan.

In Pennsylvania, a new Dem­

In New York, only three Dem­ 
ocrats have foiled to sign on the 
line to help others get the 
right to vote — Jim Delaney and 
Gene Keogh of Brooklyn, with 
Otis Pike of Long Island.

We cannot but consider the 
statute before us as of the same 
category. In this Court counsel 
for the State recognized that 
narcotic addiction is an illness. 
Indeed, it is apparently an ill­ 
ness which may be contracted, 
innocently or involuntarily. We 
hold that a State law which lm- 
prisons a person thus afflicted 
as a criminal even though he 
has never touched any narcotic 
drug within the State or been 
guilty of any irregular behavior 
there, inflicts a cruel and un­ 
usual punishment in violation 
of the Fourteenth Amendment. 
To be sure, imprisonment tor 
ninety days is not, in the ab­ 
stract, a punishment which is 
either druel or unusual. But the 
question cannot be considered 
in the abstract. Even one day 
in prison would be cruel and 
unusual punishment for 
the 
“ crim e” of having a common 
cold. 
Mr. Justice Clark, however, 
in his dissent, declared: 
The majority acknowledges, 
as it must, that a State can 
punish persons who purchase, 
possess or use narcotics.

Continued •• Nor Cruel 
And 
Unusual Punishments friflicted. 
We cannot but consider 
the 
statute before us as of the same 
category. In this Court counsel 
for the State recognized 
that 
narcotic addiction is an illness. 
Indeed, it is apparently an ill­ 
ness which may be contracted, 
innocently or involuntarily. We 
hold that a State law which Im­ 
prisons a person thus afflicted 
as a crim inal even though he 
has never touched any narcotic 
drug within the 8tate or been 
guilty of any irregular behavior 
there, inflicts a cruel and un­ 
usual punishment In violation 
of the Fourteenth Amendment. 
To be sure, im prisonm ent for 
ninety days is not, in 
the ab­ 
stract, a punishment which is 
either cruel or unusual. But the 
question cannot be considered 
in the abstract. Even one day 
in prison would be cruel and 
unusual punishment for 
the 
“ crim e” of having a common 
cold. 
Mr. Justice Clark, however, 
in his dissent, declared: 
The majority acknowledges, 
as it must, that a State can 
punish persons who purchase, 
possess or use narcotics. Al­ 
though none of these acts are 
harmful to society in them­ 
selves, the State constitution­ 


ally may attem pt to deter and 
prevent them through punish­ 
ment because of the grave threat 
•of future harmful conduct which 
they pose. N arcotics addiction 
— including the incipient, vlo- 
lational addition to which this 
provision speaks — is 
no dif­ 
ferent. California courts have 
taken judicial notice that 
the 
“ inordinate use of a narcotic 
drug tends to create an ir­ 
resistible craving and form s 
a habit for its continued use 
until one becomes an addict, 
and he respects no convention 
or obligation and will lie, steal, 
or use any other base means 


to gratify his passion for the 
drug, being lost to all con­ 
sideration of duty or social 
position.”

HIGHWAY PATROL 
CONCERNED OVER LABOR 
DAY WEEK-END 
Col. Hugh Waggoner of the 
State Highway Patrol has ex­ 
pressed grave concern over 
the pending Labor Day week­ 
end in Missouri and has can­ 
celed all vacations and leaves 
by state troopers. 
And, further, Waggoner in­ 
dicates that he has been asked 
to supply a number of patrol­ 
men for the Rockaway Beach 
area near Branson to ward off 
any possible reoccurrence of 
the rioting which numbed the 
resort earlier this summer. 
By stationing patrolmen at the 
resort, Waggoner said, this will 
reduce the number of troopers 
he has available for highway 
duty. 
During the 1964 Labor Day 
holiday, 18 persons died in traf­ 
fic accidents in Missouri and 
the number is expected to show 
a substantial increase this year, 
although the fatality rate during 
the past few weeks has shown 
a decline. 
Through 
the last week of 
August, the number of persons 
killed on Missouri roadways 
had risen to 835 compared to 
823 during the same period a 
year ago. However, as of the 
first of July fatalities were 
running more than 50 ahead of 
last year. This has been reduced 
to just 32 and Waggoner at­ 
tributes the decline to safety 
promotion programs. 
These programs currently are 
stressing 
proper signalling 
while passing and turning plus 
the continued assault against 
the drinking driver. The latter, 
incidentally, accounts for some 
40 per cent of the accidents 
recorded in Missouri. 
The 1965 legislature treated 
the Highway Patrol pretty well 
this time, Waggoner noted, in­ 
dicating that 40 new recruits 
will begin training in October. 
These recruits are part of the 
145 new troopers authorized by 
the legislature and will bring 
the patrol’s strength up to 650. 
Waggoner, who originally had 
sought an additional 100 troop­ 
ers from the legislature but 
was turned down, said he would 
seek this same number at the 
legislative 
session 
set 
for 
January 1966. 
One of the bills passed by the 
legislature which is expected to 
aid the patrol in enforcement 
activities around the state is 
the authorization to use air­ 
planes and helicopters. Wag­ 
goner noted the patrol is already- 
using these in certain counties 
where the prosecutors 
are 
“ friendly” but in areas such 
as Springfield the planes are 
kept away because of adverse 
reaction. 
However, the superintendent 
said the planes will be sent into 
the Springfield region as soon as 
the law takes effect, October 13. 
From time to time, the High­ 
way Patrol is highly criticized 
for having no Negroes on its 
staff, but the allegations ap­ 
parently have little effect with 
Waggoner, who says if a quali­ 
fied Negro applies, he’ll be 
accepted.

Sex and the 
Modern 
Teenager 


BRITISH STUDY REVEALS 
GAPS IN SEX EDUCATION 
LONDON (ICPP)—Not as many 
British 
teenagers have 
had 
sexual experience as is com­ 
monly thought. Yet, a significant 
minority has -- 21 out of 100 
>oys and 11 out of 100 girls. 
This finding, among a number 
of others, em erges from a sur­ 
vey of the sexual behavior of 
young people to be published 
this month. 
With the financial support of 
the Nuffield Foundation, one 
of Britain’s leading initiators 
of social 
investigation, the 
study sampled 1873 boys and 
girls aged 15 to 19. Trained 
interviewers, 
supervised by 
physicians and 
social scien­ 
tists, 
offered the teenagers 
anonymity in return for frank­ 
ness. 
Some of the results are bound 
to startle adults: 
Age 17, for example, is critical 
for boys. Sexual experience is 
rare before age 14 and rises 
slowly at 
15 and 16. “ It is 
at 
17,” 
reports project di­ 


rector Michael Schofield, ” that 
there is a sudden Increase In 
the percentage for boys.” A 
fourth of the boys had engaged 
In sexual relations for the first 
time at this age, but the same 
percentage was not reached by 
girls until age 19. 
CONTRACEPTION SCANTY 
Precautions against pregnancy 
are largely ignored. Less than 
half the boys had used some 
form of birth control and a 
quarter had never used any 
method.

But even with 
this lack of 
precipitation in recent weeks, 
the first seven months of 1965 
registered 
3.46 
inches more 
moisture than the 30.86average 
for the past 10-year-period, ac­ 
cording to the records kept at 
KBO A. 
Evidently the area just south 
of Kennett received more rain­ 
fall and other forms of pre­ 
cipitation than the central part 
of the city, for the seven month 
record at KBO A is 34.32 inches 
while the record made at Baker 
Implement Co. in Kennett by 
Dayton M iles showed only 29.73 
inches 
for the same period. 
M iles’ records show that in

Sex and the 
Modern 
Teenager 


B R IT IS H STUDY R E V E A L S 
G A PS IN SEX EDUCATION 
LONDON (ICPP)--Not as many 
B ritis h 
teenagers have 
had 
sexual experience as is com­ 
monly thought. Yet, a significant 
m inority has -- 21 out of IOO 
>oys and l l out of IOO girls. 
This finding, among a number 
of others, emerges from a su r­ 
vey of the sexual behavior of 
young people to be published 
this month. 
With the financial support of 
the 
Nuffield 
Foundation, one 
of Brita in 's leading initiators 
of 
social 
investigation, the 
study sampled 1873 boys and 
g irls aged 15 to 19. Trained 
interview ers, 
supervised by 
physicians and 
social scien­ 
tists, 
offered the teenagers 
anonymity in return for frank­ 
ness. 
Some of the results are bound 
to startle adults: 
Age 17, for example, is critical 
for boys. Sexual experience is 
ra re before age 14 and rises 
slow ly at 
15 and 16. " I t is 
at 
17," 
reports project d i­ 


rector Michael Schofield, "that 
there is a sudden increase in 
the 
percentage for boys." A 
fourth of the boys had engaged 
in sexual relations for the first 
tim e at this age, but the same 
percentage was not reached by 
g irls until age 19. 
CO N TRACEPTIO N SCAN TY 
Precautions against pregnancy 
are largely ignored. Less than 
half the boys had used some 
form 
of birth control and a 
quarter had never used any 
method. 
Schofield says 
that 
"m a n y girls feel 
that 
birth 
control is the man's business." 
However, a third of the girls 
said they always insisted that 
precautions be taken and 20 
per cent more occasionally de­ 
manded protection. Almost half 
did not insist at all. 
Despite the risks involved, the 
teenagers had "no clear id ea" 
what they would do in the event 
of pregnancy. Almost 40 per 
cent thought they would tell their 
parents. Only one in five said 
she 
would try to m arry the 
father. An equal number said 
they would try to keep the baby. 
One in IO said she would turn 
to adoption as a solution and 
only 7 per cent would try to 
"g e t rid of it." 
Neither social class nor child­ 
hood environment was signi-" 
ficant when the sexually ex­ 
perienced 
and the uninitiated 
w ere compared, but parental 
discipline was. “ The parents 
of the boys and girls without 
sexual experience were more 
lik e ly to know how their ch il­ 
dren 
spent their leisure and 
to insist that they return home 
in the evenings at a definite 
tim e ," Schofield found. 
SU PER V ISIO N ST R E SSE D 
"W h e re there is less parental 
discipline, there are probably 
more opportunities for sexual 
behavior. 
Teenagers 
with 
sexual experience were more 
often out of the home than the 
others, and when they were at 
home they frequently had the 
house to themselves. They were 
m ore likely to go to parties 
where there was no supervision 
by adults and that lasted until 
after midnight. 
Paradoxically, parents turned 
out to be the least likely sex 
educators. It was found that two- 
thirds of the boys and 29 per 
cent 
of girls had never had 
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advice about sex at home. The 
least amount of 
information 
came from working-class par­ 
ents. 
"W e 'v e never discussed it," 
a 
19-year-old 
girl reported. 
" M y mother says It's filthy." 
A 
16-year-old said: " I can't 
ask my mother anything. She 
just looks at me dubiously and 
says, ‘What do your want to 
know for?' " A 15-year-old boy 
reported: "N o, they never told 
me anything." 
G A P IN EDUCATION 
In view of this vacuum, Scho­ 
field concludes, schools should 
be prime sources of authorita­ 
tive 
information on sex. Yet 
over half the boys said they 
had never received any sex 
education at school; the girls 
fared considerably better. But 
the boys least likely to receive 
information at home — those 
from 
working-class 
back­ 
grounds -- are those who get 
the least at school. "T h e la c k ," 
Schofield noted, “ was exactly 
where 
it was most needed."

Medicare’s basis plan w ill take 
care

large part of the 
cost of an illness, but not all 
of it. 
The Social Security Admin­ 
istration cites, as an example, 
the case of a person who un­ 
dergoes surgery, stays in the 
hospital for a month and then 
has extended home care. 
The total cost of his 
illness 
is $2375. 
Of this, $1217.00 is 
absorbed by medicare. 
However, if the patient also 
has so-called 
supplementary 
coverage, 
which takes 
care 
of 
surgical costs and certain 
other bills, an additional $552. 
of the tab w ill be picked 
up, 
leaving him with $606 to pay out 
of his own pocket. 
Most elderly 
people, 
it 
is 
expected, 
will 
subscribe 
for 
this 
supplementary coverage, 
which costs $3 a month. 
Residents of 
New 
Madrid 
County w ill also gain under 
another provision of the med­ 
icare bill, which provides for 
an 
across-the-board 
bonus 
payment, retroactive 
to Jan ­ 
uary I, for all those gettlni 
Social Security retirem ent. 
Fo r those in the local area 
who are receiving such pens­ 
ions, it w ill amount to a $82,- 
900 
windfall. 
They w ill get 
their bonus checks around Sept. 
15.
